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BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

Micro-organisms which attack nematodes are grown by using culture medium 
comprising an extract of nematodes (A) added to a culture medium for growing 
of 

microorganisms (B). Pref. microorganisms are bacteria belonging to Pasteuria 
genus; and the nutrients and/or chemical inredients contained in the extract of 
nematodes can be used in place of (A). (A) is obtd. from Meloidogyune 
incognita, Heterodera, Pratylenchvs, Turbatrxi, Caenorhabditis elegans, etc 

In an example, 30g of soybean peptone, 30g of yeast extract' 10g of glucose 
and 

4.3g of MES in 950ml of distilled water. The soln. was pH 5.2. 1.0g of 
haemoglobin (from pork) in 20ml of distilled water was added. The culture 
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medium was used to grow 80000 nematodes (Caenorhabditis elegans) After 16 
days, 

the nematodes were collected at 3500 prm. 13g of nematodes was obtained. 
The 

frozen nematodes were thawed and subjected to cell lump breaker (spallator) for 
minute. The supallator liquid was homgenised by 1500 rpm, centrifuged at 
16000 

rpm and 16.8ml of nematodes curshed liquid obtd. 75ml of SP-4 culture medium 
and 25ml of nematodes crushed liquid were mixed and the pH adjusted to pH 
6.2. 

Pasteuria penetrans extracted from female nematodes, Meloidogyne incognita 
was 

added to the medium and was kept in C02 incubator at 28 deg. C. After 8 days 
from incubation, Pasteuria penetrans was collected by centrifuge. 
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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To provide the improved medium used for the multiplication of 
microorganisms and suitable for artificially culturing the natural enemy 
microorganisms of nematodes by adding the extract of the nematodes. 

CONSTITUTION: The extract of a nematode and/or nutritive ingredients 
contained in the extract of the nematode or chemical ingredients are added to a 
medium for the multiplication of the microorganisms to produce the medium 
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suitable for the multiplication of the enemy microorganisms of the nematode. 
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
